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WEEK’S FIGHT 
STOPS FLAMES 
IN MOUNTAINS 

Brush tires which hove been burning 
for more than a week in file mountains 
above Igi Canada have at times seemed 
to threaten the whole Sierra Madre 
range owing tattle inability of the lire 
lighting forces to cope witli the flames. 
Latest reports, however, indicate that 
the lire is now under control and will 
burn itself out within a short lime. 

The lire started near the Little 
{.antlers colony at Monte Vista where 
some men were burning brush which 
they were clearing from the land. The 
exceedingly dry weather made the 
brush covered mountain slopes 
above them easy prey for the 
Haines and within a short time Forest 
HupervIsor Charlton was sending out 
emergency calls for all ttic- rangers ami 
forest guards as far away as San Ber¬ 
nardino. These, with hundreds of men 
who have been impressed into service 
from Pasadena, Los Angeles and near¬ 
er places, have been lighting in relays 
nil week. Owing to the record break¬ 
ing beat the ordinary difficulties of 
lire lighting were greatly increased. 
The men could not stand the combined 
heat of lire and sun more than a very 
short time. 

Burns Over Large Area 

- At times it seemed the lire was un¬ 
der control, hut the wind would carry 
sparks across a canyon or over a lirc- 
lircak and l lie Humes would break out 
ulresh. The lire appears to have 
burned over the south slope of tie 
range from the mouth of the Tujunga 
canyon on the west of the slopes ol 
Sister Kittle Peak on the east. 

Brave fears were entertained lest it 
spread into the. canyon of the Arroyo 
Seen. Ill that case tile watershed front 
whii'li Pasadena derives its supply 
would probably have been burned over 
and it Is doubtful if the lire could have 
been prevented reaching Mount Lowe. 

Back Firing Is Adopted 

Back tiring was tile means dually 
used in stopping the eastward spread 
of the lire. With a fire break only ten 
feet wide tile desperate eliance ol 
starting tires on the wrong side was 
taken as a last resul t. With men sta¬ 
tioned nil along the line to wuteh, the 
tires were set burning mid were car¬ 
ried by a lucky wind to meet the or¬ 
iginal lire which was sweeping east¬ 
ward. By Thursday night a lire break 
half a mile wide is reported to have 
been horned over, giving a fair margin 
of safety. Back tiring lias been direct¬ 
ly contrary to Supervisor Charlton's 
tire lighting methods In the past and 
his resort to that step Is taken to in¬ 
dicate the desperate situation with 
which lie found himself contending. 

Murli ranch property along the base 
of the mountains and in the lower can¬ 
yons was damaged or destroyed by the 
flames. Estimates as to the amount 
of the damage vary greatly. But the 
greatest damage is undoubtedly in the 
denuding of the mountain slopes from 
which the supply of several water 
companies comes. 

Other Fires Raging 

With the entire forest service of 
Southern California centering at¬ 
tention on tlic l,n Canada lire alarming 
reports begun to come In of llres in 
the mountains near Rediands and San 
Bernardino. One lire near tile head of 
Bear Valley is said to endanger the 
watershed supplying a large part of 
tlic citrus district about Bcdlaiids. 

Over in the Mulibtt mountains an¬ 
other lire starling about the same time 
as the La Canada lire caused consid¬ 
erable alarm. It was reported to lie 
sweeping toward the town of • alatuisas 
but was put under control or burned 
Itself out In the course of a few days.

In the shadow of the 
flames it is said the September sun 
was not felt at all. 

In Los Angeles (tempterature 1 OS) 
somewhat the same method of cooling 
off was adopted, only there they set 
tire to the buildings. On Wednesday, 
the hottest day but one in 22 years, 
there were almost an equal number of 
tires. 

City Attorney Montgomery who 
has been taking an outing at Manhat¬ 
tan 1 teach, came up to Sierra Madre to 
coo I off Thursday. He reported that he 
had been in the ocean twice the day 
before but tlu re were so many over¬ 
heated Individuals in the water that it 
became too warm for comfort. 

Manager Kurnmn of the telephone 
company spent Wednesday at Hermosa 
wlirii* he said the only comfort to be 
found was in the water where la* spent 
tlie clay digging clams. Hut inasmuch 
as he failed to keen his face under 
water he brought home enough sun¬ 
burn t<> remind him of the beach 
weather for some time to come. 

Dale How i n has been w orking over 
at Lallahra where tin thermometer 
registered SMJ as the lowest temperature 
during the night and where the day¬ 
time record was determined by the 
length of the mercury tube. The only 
way the workmen on the building could 
keep cool was by sticking their feet 
into a bucket of slaking lime. 

Down at San Pedro (temperature j 
10 «>) it is said the words: "Is it hot 
enough I"!* you'.’" were considered suf¬ 
ficient provocation for a light.

COMMENDS FIELD GROWN TREES 

At a recent gathering of arboricul¬ 
turists in Pasadena Editor P. D. barn- 
hart of the Pacific Garden plead 
strongly for field grown trees and 
shrubbery as being the most success¬ 
ful in the long run though perhaps a 
little slower than pot grown plants in 
starting. His remarks contained much 
food for thought and are reported in 
part as follows: 

“Impatience, if not the greatest det¬ 
riment to successful arboriculture, cer¬ 
tainly occupies second place in the list 
of causes which have produced short¬ 
lived, Ill-shaped trees and plants In 
the past, and will eontinue so to do, 
unless we change our methods of pro¬ 
cedure in starting them on their career 
of use and beauty," said Mr. Barnhart. 
"Man in his consuming desire for quick 
results interferes w ith the processes of 
nature, and all the laws which govern 
plant life, to such an extent that the 
subjects worked with put in a vigor¬ 
ous protest against tin* outrages com¬ 
mitted against them in the mad rush 
for immediate effect and quick re¬ 
turns, by the homemaker, the orchard- 
ist, the landscape engineer and the 
gardener. They tlie a premature death; 
they succumb to the violence of the 
storm, or to the heat and drouth of the 
summer, the frosts of winter, and are 
easy prey to the bacterial diseases at 
ill seasons of the year. 

"I contend that if fruit and orna¬ 
mental trees were grown from the 
seed in the location Intended for them 
to occupy permanently, that in a given 
length of time, say ten years, they 
would he larger in size and practic¬ 
ally immune from disease of all sorts, 
than the frequently transplanted sub¬ 
jects; furthermore, they would be fully 
prepared to live to a good old age, and 
if grown for economic purposes would 
he much more profitable than their 
mutilated congeners. -The present 
method of procedure in the production 
of nursery stock is out of harmony 
with alt the laws which govern the 
healthy growth of plant life. 

If a tree grows from the seed and 
reaches maturity on the spot where 
the seed was planted, the roots become 
deeply imbedded in the subsoil and is 
able to suppl> the tree or plant with 
food and drink for its development 
during periods of protracted drouth; 
also to store lip enough reserve force 
to carry it through sudden changes of 
tempera tores, whether It be or heat or 
cold. 

“These roots are an anchor to the 
tree* when the tempests rage around 
it, preventing it from being torn from 
its loeation. The long tap root is a 
conductor of rain water when it falls 
on the plant, conveying the life-giving 
fluid to the root s uttermost depth. All 
other things being equal, the tree or 
plant with root unmutilated is proof 
against the bacteria and fungus dis¬ 
eases which, when the root Is bruised 
or hrokt n, finds entrance to the cell 
tissues through the sap. greatly to its 
detriment, if not to the immediate 
death of the tree or plant. 

“Another, and to my mind a verj 
important consideration in the natural 
growth and development of plant life 
on this eoast is that when permitted 
to penetrate the warm subsoil, the 
tap root puts into circulation in the 
subject the warm sap which saves it 
from destruction from frost. 

"It is a fact that exotic plants sur¬ 
vive a degree of cold on this coast 
which would be fatal to them on the 
Atlantic coast, and that. too. because 
natural heat in the soil during tin 
rainy season is uniformly f»2 degrees 


TAKES HIS OWN life INTERURBAN RATE CASES GO 


L. G. TUCKER SHOOTS HIMSELF 
AFTER LONG SERVICE ON 
BALDWIN RANCH 

L, <J. Tucker, superintendent of the 
Santa Anita ranch for many years, 
end' d hi.s life last Friday morning by 
shooting, lie had 1 icon in ill health 
for some time and is supposed to have 
kill' d himself while in a lit of despond¬ 
ency. He had reported at the new 
home of Mrs, Anita Baldwin Mc- 
Flaughry as usual but was informed, 
that she Was still asleep, whereupon he 
went to the gatekeeper’s lodge which 
is under construction tit the corner 
of the grounds at Baldwin Avenue 
and the Foothill boulevard. A few 
minutes after he had entered the 
building two shots were heard from 
within. Ranch hands who ran to the 
building found Tucker unconscious 
upon the Hour and a few feet away 
lay it revolver which he had purchased 
a few weeks previous. Physicians and 
an ambulance were called but Tucker 
died while on the way to the Pasadena 
hospital without fully regaining con¬ 
sciousness. 

Tucker was one of tlic favorites of 
"Lucky"Baldwin, having risen from the 
liu ill bio position of slu epherder to tile 
responsible post of superintendent "f 
the vast ranch. He had been a jockey 
and horse trainer and was one of 
Baldwin's most trusted counselors, 
lie was popular and efficient and dur¬ 
ing the period of administration of the 
Baldwin estate he hail been in close 
association with Executor I'nruh. 
He had been ill failing health for some 
time, apparently suffering from ner¬ 
vousness or mental strain. 

When final settlement of the estate 
was made Mrs. McClaughry engaged 
Tucker as manager of her portion of 
the ram h properties. Mrs. Stocker, 
the other daughter, employed William 
Johnson, and L’. P. Humphreys of On¬ 
tario was made general superintendent 
of the Santa Anita ranch. While 
Tin ker was somewhat relieved of Ills 
burdens by the change his friends still 
noticed that he did not appear well. 
He leaves a wife and seven children, 
the youngest being but a few weeks 
old. That he had been contemplating 
suicide was indicated by the fact that 
he had transferred his property to liis 
wife but a day or two previous. 

MORE CHICKENS SUCCUMB 

Any person brought before Recorder 
Perry on a charge of chicken poisoning 
can expect little mercy. The reason is 
the recent demise of a large number of 
his own chickens. All tile evidence 
pointed to poison as the cause. But 
none of the evidence pointed to the 
person who administered the poison. 
The chickens began to shuffle off early 
Sunday morning, the inmates of sev¬ 
eral coops dying as if all had been ad¬ 
ministered the same dose.

BEFORE RAILROAD COMMISSION 


Herewith the News prints a com¬ 
munication received from Traffic Man- 
ng#*r Pontius of the Pacific Electric re¬ 
garding the agitation for lower tntcr- 
urhan fares. The letter gives a some¬ 
what general statement of tin* situa¬ 
tion and of the railroad’s side of it in 
particular. It is printed for the pur¬ 
pose of affording News readers a view 
• f all sides of tin* question and not as 
setting forth the conclusions of this 
paper on tin* subject. 

It seems well to the News that the 
matter has been placed in the hands 
of the state railroad commission. That 
body has proven its desire and ability 
to go to the heart of such matters, 
rendering its decisions in accordance 
with the exact tacts, whether the ver¬ 
dict be favorable to the public service 
corporations or the people. 

There has been much sentiment In 
favor of lower fares, of which the pres¬ 
ent eases are an outgrowth. It is well 
that the matter has come to a head. A 
decision from the railroad commission 
as to what are just rates will un¬ 
doubtedly be fair to the Pacific Electric 
and satisfactory to the public. 

The News does not pretend to know 
wlittt the rates should be. Hut it is 
difficult to see how rates charged else¬ 
where should affect rates here. The 
actual Cost of the service should he 
the basis for rates. It is for the rail¬ 
road commission to say what invest¬ 
ment the roads earnings Should pay a 
profit on. Likewise what is a proper 
amount to be set aside out of the earn¬ 
ings for extensions, etc. Many towns 
on the system secured railway connec¬ 
tion only by payment of a bonus to 
help build the line. Should the passen¬ 
gers on these lines then pay rates high 
enojgh to build other lines? Each ad- 
ditonal line huilt makes those already 
existing worth more to their patrons. 
Hut the proportion of the fares which 
it would he just to devote to that pur¬ 
pose is very small. This is just one 
factor to he considered anti serves to 
indicate how complicated is the task 
which is put up to the railroad com¬ 
mission by these cases. 

There is good ground for thinking 
that the railway's earnings would ac¬ 
tually show a gain with lower fares. 
It is contended bv many that the in¬ 
creased traffic would more than offset 
tin* reduction in price. This is, of 
course, entirely problematical.

Los Angeles, Sept. 15 . 

An organization known as the Los 
Angeles Rate Association has filed a 
complaint with the State Railroad 
Commission asking that the present j 
fares charged h\ this company be re¬ 
duced approximately 50 G. 

The complaint has been received by 
the railway company and returned to 
the commission with reply. At the 
hearing which no doubt will he held 
in Los Angelos at no distant time, the 
Pacific Electric believes that it will he 
in a position to show that the present 
fares charged by this company are 
reasonable, compared with the fares 
charged by other lines for electric and 
steam service, both on the Pacific coast 
and in the cast, while the service ren¬

An Ordinance of the Board of Trustees 
of the City of Sierra Madre Fixing 
the Tax Levy for Municipal Pur¬ 
poses for the Year 1913-1914.

If 
the work was so attractive to a man, 
could It not he made to appeal Just us 
forcibly to a woman of ordinary intel¬ 
ligence? She rented a room for an 
office and met with success at the 
start. 

She found advertising the best aid in 
her work and In her experience has 
never Imd a house on her hands more 
than two months Generally they sell 
much sooner Sometimes she sells her 
furnishings the same afternoon she 
buys them. Location has much to do 
In the sale, and houses In the business 
sei tions are readily disposed of. In 
buying, one must see that the price 
paid is not more than could be realized 
from a forced sale Sometimes n house 
Ims to be renovated at a small cost 
Whatever Is old or worn goes to the 
auction room.and.no matter how shah 
by an article Is, some one Is there to 
purchase it. so that a little Is realized 
from every article. 

Sometimes she tronght on time, but 
generally she bought for cash outright, 
always under such conditions that she 
could not possibly lose on the transac¬ 
tion. 

The woman with no capital who de¬ 
sires to undertake this work could buy 
and sell for the parties themselves, re¬ 
serving a commission for her trouble. 

PACKING A SUIT CASE. 

How to Comfortably Arrange One'* 
Belongings In a Small Space. 

Packing a suit case is a problem to 
the woman who wishes to arrive at 
her destination with her clothes fresh 
and dainty. Many a frock has been 
ruined by jamming it into a case with¬ 
out thought of consequences Pack 
away all the underwear and uccesso 
ries first, and make sure there is plen¬ 
ty of room left for your favorite frock.

can bo tucked in corners or Inside the 
shot-s 

As to shoes. If walking shoes are 
worn a pair of house shoes and a pair 
of evening slippers are all that are 
needed. Shoes at best, even in this 
year of thin kid and French heels and 
pointed toes, take up a lot of room., 
and the packer generally gives a sigh 
of relief when they are safely disposed 
of. 

A few layers of tissue pa|»er will tie 
found convenient in packing the suit 
case. They are as effective In keeping 
frocks free from dust as muslin cases 
and certainly take up less room

I 
wash a china handle In warm soap 
suds, ruh up a wooden handle with a 
very slightly oily rag A good way 
to mend a silk umbrella Is to wet a 
piece of black court plaster and fasten 
It to th«> silk Just under the tear and 
l»>t It dry 

How to Make Picnic Loaf. 

Three |x>uials lieef from brisket, six 
hard Isdlixl eggs, three tablespoonfuls 
vinegar, salt, pepper, cloves, mnoe, cel 
ery and mustard seed, mixed; one cup¬ 
ful stock 

Boll and chop meat fine Add chop 
ped eggs, spices ami stock Mix well 
and mold Into brick pan Cover with 
a weight and let stand overnight Slice 
for picnics or other meal. 

How to Remedy Frayed Cuff*. 

Instead of cutting the frayed edges 
of cuffs and collars, as many people 
are accustomed to do. take n lighted 
taper and Just singe the frayed parts 
It will be seen that the linen will last 
much longer Cutting the edges has 
a tendency to loosen the parts, and 
singeing Inst takes the frayed edges 
off without Injury.

Six Rules to Observe to Prevent 

Disastrous Fires in the Mountains 

RULES TO PREVENT MOUNTAIN FIRES 

Precautions of the simplest kind would eliminate most of the loss 
resulting from forest fires, as shown by reports on the causes of the 
fires in the reserves last season. 

Much could be accomplished by observance of the following six 
simple rules: 

1. Be sure your match is out before you throw it away. 

2. Knock out your pipe ashes or throw away your cigar or cig¬ 
arette stump where there is nothing to catch fire. 

3. Don't build a camp fire any larger than Is absolutely necessary. 
Never leave it even for a short time without putting it OUT with 
water or dirt. 

4. Don't build a camp fire against a tree or a log. Build a small 
one where you can scrape away the needles, leaves or grass from all 
sides of it. 

6. If you discover a fire, put it out if possible; if you can't put It 
out. get word to the nearest U. S. forest ranger or state fire warden 
just as quickly as you possibly can.
